New  School  Activities 


This  record  of  the  activities  of  the  stu¬ 
dent  body  of  Crewe  High  School  for  the  school 
year  1964-65  is  portrayed  through  the  re¬ 
flections  of  one  of  its  graduates. 

Added  to  the  regular  academic  courses 
was  a  third  year  of  both  Latin  and  French. 
For  seniors  who  had  not  taken  agriculture 
and  mechanics,  general  mechanics  was  of¬ 
fered  by  the  Agriculture  Department.  For 
the  first  time,  eighth  graders  took  class¬ 
room  instruction  in  Drivers'  Education. 


One  of  the  most  important  innovations 
in  the  school  curriculum  was  the  addition  of 
our  former  community  band,  along  with  its 
director,  Mrs.  Dorothy  Roberts.  Another 
highlight  of  the  year  was  the  organization 
of  a  girls'  drill  team  by  the  girls'  physical 
education  teacher,  Miss  Katie  Presnell. 

Newcomers  to  the  high  school  faculty 
were  Mrs.  Gloria  Smith,  English;  Mrs. 
Wanda  Padgett,  history  and  geography;  Miss 
Katie  Presnell,  girls'  physical  education; 
and  Mrs.  Helen  Wilson,  librarian.
